Forecasting System Is De- 
clared Best in History. 


Washington.—The United States 
has developed the most advanced 
weather forecasting system in his- 


weather bureau, discloses. 


The bureau this year has saved 
| Many lives and hundreds of mil- 
lions worth of property through ad- 
vance warnings of floods, freezes 
and storms, Dr. Gregg said in a re- 
port to Secretary of Agriculture 
Henry A. Wallace. 


Most notable of the advances 
made in weather forecasting dur- 
ing the last year was made, Dr. 
Gregg said, in weather reporting 
for airway services. The bureau 
| added 120 airway reporting stations 
bringing the total to 782 stations. 

The public, he said, hears much 
of the few airplanes that crash, but 
nothing of the hundreds of crashes 
which probably were averted 
through advance warning of unfa- 
vorable weather conditions. A new 
airway general supervising and 
forecasting center was established 
at Arlington, Va., during the year. 


Bahama Stations Set Up. 


Hurricane-warning service by the 
bureau was strengthened by estab- 
lishment of an improved reporting 
System in the Bahamas. Twenty 
Stations on the islands now supply 
daily information of vital impor- 
tance in forecasting the approach 
of hurricanes toward the mainland 

“The year afforded some force- 
ful andgdramatic examples of the 
important, at times tragic, part that 
unfavorable weather plays in hu- 
man affairs and of the highly con- 
structive role that an efficiently or- 
ganized weather service can 
sume in mitigating the efi 
such weather,’’ Dr. Gregg said.

(a state law) is liable to arrest and 
prosecution.

During the past month the de- 
partment has been called on to take 
care of thirty-six fires mostly due 
to the above causes.

Meet Your Son 


The educational system of this 
nation is an excellent one, as the 
world’s educational systems are 
reckoned. But though we may be 
raising a race of intellectual 
giants, they are giants, generally 
Speaking, with frayed nerves and 
flabby muscles. t 

To be sure, the American crop 
of magnificiently developed ath- 
letes is greater each year. But 
for every front page athlete pro- 
duced there are ten average boys 
who are not above par physically 
and ten who are far below. In 
the ordinary walks of life the 
Star pitcher, the half-back and 
the miler often find themselves 
unequipped for the strain of ev- 
eryday living, and _ out-stripped 
in endurance by men who neyer 
heard their names acclaimed on 
the fields of sport or saw it flash- 
ed in headlines. 

Thaining that enables your boy 
to perform extraordinary f eats 
for an hour or so on the gridiron 
or track is one thing. Training 
that teaches him to conserve his 
energy and his nerves for hours o 
days or weeks on end while work- 
ing under the strain of today’s 
business conditions is quite an- 
other. 

Stamina is not something cer- 
tain men are born with and other 
men denied. It is a result of not 
only knowing certain physiologic- 
al facts and functions, and sensi- 
ble principles of living, but of us- 
ing them. 

For the average boy, unfortun- 
ately, such training is left large- 
ly to chance. He is taught in his 
school how to handle dynamos 
and to transmit power over high 
voltage lines with a minimum a- 
mount of waste. But how many 
boys aer taught to maintain and 
operate their own bodies and 
minds at the same high degree of 
efficiency ? 

A boy in his teens knows e- 
nough to be particular about the 
kind and amount of gag and oil 
that goes into his second-hand 
car, but how many ever learn to 
to distinguish the alkaline from 
the acid foods, in order to main- 
tain a balanced diet?

To Americans it means an annual 
rebaptism in the stream of patriot- 
ism. To foreign peoples, cowering in 
the shadow of new despotisms and 
intolerances, it means a brightening 
of the beacon of hope which our 
ancestors kindled in 1776, 


On Independence Day we honor 
the wisdom and the valor of those 
Signers who knew that no govern- 
ments ever conferred freedom or 
opportunity on their subjects; that 
those blessings could be won only by 
the spirit of the people themselves. 

And in that spirit, the people 
proved, lay infinite power, infinite 
endurance. Not the trained troops, 


not the hired mercenaries, not the | 


great fleets of one of the strongest 
nations on earth could prevail 
against it.

on Campus, Teacher Says 

Berkeley, Calif.—Masculine ego is 
diminishing and is being replaced 
by inferiority complexes and other 
*“‘personality”’ troubles, according to 
Mr Sidney K. Smith, University of 
California psyeu.trist. 

Dr. Smith based his statement on 
‘requests for assistance made to him 
| by 500 students of the university. 
He said that inferiority complexes 
harass 25 per cent of the men stu- 
dents entering the institution. 


Some of the problems presented 
to him by students at the time of 
|taking entrance physical examina- 
|tions, he revealed, included: Lack 
of self-confidence, lack of interest 
}in the opposite sex, monetary wor- 


ries, inability to concentrate, self- 
consciousness, and inclination to 
daydream. 


Dr. Smith said that a lack of bal- 
}anced interests might be responsi- 
ble for most of the students’ trou- 
bles. 

He pointed out that ‘‘many stu- 
|dents have no social life, no hob- 
|bies, no particular friends and no 
|amusements. Their whole life con- 
| sists of study, classes, three meals 
and sleep. Mental disturbances un- 
der these conditions are extremely 
| likely.’’

Edmonton Alta.—Seeking to solve 
the problem of who were the orig- 
inal inhabitants of the North Amer- 
ican continent, Prof. W. L. Bliss of 

| the University of New Mexico visited 
Edmonton to confer with Dr. J. A. 
Allen, head of the University of Al- 
berta geology department, and to 
gather data on his theory that North 
American races originally came
